Day Eing requcfted by a friend of mine to pas 
a downe in writing the manuty,and way 
OE how to rule and order his Hawke , after 
ys he bad drawne ber ont of the mewe: And 
BSA to make her readyWud fit to be flowne, I 
coupsdered with way felfe, that it would 
wot be much more labour ,or amiffe for me (having fome 
[pare and idle time to pend) even to begin with ber fir/t, 
as (he x wilde, living in the ayre. And although it bath 
beene affirmed, thas the wayes and coafts of birds, and 
Jowls of the aire, are altegether uncertaine,and not to be 
diftinguifhed in certaine: yet do not I take it to be meaxs, 
nor fpoken generally of all forts, but onely of fach as live 
and abide neave men, and little feare the fight or con- 
verfation of men. For they care not, neither covet to be 
conftant in their flight, nor fecure when they do refi, bat 
evew as it happeneth, fo are they in fafery. And becanfe 
the Haggard faulcon w the bird, and bawke , that (in 
thefe dayes) wmoft men do covet and defire fa TEATS

their Damme, whom they dare not difpleafe, and 
thus they leaue the Countrey, for the Sommer 
time, hafting to the place where. they meane to 
breed: 

“While thefe Hawkes here mentioned, bee remai- 
ning with vsinthe heart of Exeland, they do prey ¥p- 
on diners and (undry forts of fowles, as Brants, wilde. 
pecie, &c, Out they are efpeciuily the Pafleny: \-foare- 
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To cawke, . 
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Faulcons,or the young Huggards of great mettall and 
fpirit, that for want of vnderftanding their owne 
harme,do venture vpon fuch vnwealdy prey, who not. 
withftanding will afterwards learne to know their own 
error, and by being brufht and beaten by thofe fhrewd 
opponents,wil defift and leaue off to meddle with them 
any more. Alfo the Haggard doth prey Ypon greene 
fowle, where fhee ¢efpicth her aduantage ; the preene 
plouer, the baftard plouer, and of diuers other fowles 
that might bee named, but moft of all on honfedoues, 
for they are moft rife and common to bee found, and 
not of any thing but what fhe laboureth and takes preat 
paines to getat all times, and yet{peeds not at all times 
of her purpofe, but working her felfe vp into the aire, 
pafféth aloft vntill fhee efpicth fomething that thee 
likes, and then fhee ftoopes , fome dayes often, and 
miffes of her prey, and then refts her felfe till breath 
and courage bee regained, and then to her taske a= 
gaine. | 
Thus doth fhe reft no day, but toyle continually; 
vnlefle the extremity of foule and tempeftuous weather 
do let and hinder her, when no other fowles are able 
to ftirre abroad to fecke their food. This proues what 
hurt we do vnto our young hawkes (being full of met- 
tall, found, and couragious) when as for two orthree 
dayes flying , wee do commonly determine of two or 
,. three dayes refting: this wee learne net from the wilde 
hawke, whofe courfe and order (with reafon , and as

Now by thistime you may be bold to pull off her

DES PO "ereas in my former rules Thave given 
N\A UA notice of the variable difpofition of 
VA e® Hewks, though of one kinde and gene- 
© tation: which as I have faewed,mutt of 
FOG Ga cvery Faulconer be carefully foughe for 
and found outin the time of cheir reclaiming “and 
making. The knowledge of which being once attained 
unto, you mult be very carefull to order and poverne 
them according to the fame. 
For example, when you thall finde your hawke t6 
grow fuddenly familiar with ydu,and quickly, and lo- 
< vingly reclaimed and inclined unto you tas diligently 
_ toliften and give eare toyou,& to your voice,to learne 
“Epeedily to come unto you, ahd when fhe ie come, to 
teen eager and hot ro ceaze upon that which you thal 
throw or give unto her, and bee familiar with your 
fclfe, without Rartiag or ftaring about her, or other- 


wile 
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wife to be coy or waiward: and when fhee hath done 
your will vpon the ground clofe by you, then to 
looke vp for yourfilt, & willingly and readily to iumpe 
wntothe fame. To fucha Hawke may you with rea 
fon be kinde vnto;and let her findethe reward of her 
pentlenefle by the {weetnefle of your fingers. 

Moft commonly thele louing qualities are to bee 
found in your blake Hawks, for by experience | haue 
euer found them to be the kindeft andiouingft Hawkes 
of all otherssand I haue obferued that thefe kinde of 
Hawkes are much fubie& to alittle 60t or grub worme, 
which doe breed in the guts, and will appeare in ber 
mutes, crawling forth from the fame, then fhrinking 
ona heape,and fo they die. Thefe. wormes aboun- 
ding may by medicine be corrected, but are not veter- 
ly to be deftroyed : for they by nature doe breede and 
tncreafe in thole kinde of Hawkes, and doelitrle harme, 
and that Hawke who hath them, is neuer-bad in her 
kinde, . vnleffe fhee be wronged by her keeper in the 
manner, of her. vfage... The colour of the worme 
while itliueth ina flight Fau/con is red,andin a Barbe. 
vie Faulcon it is white, but being dead it is white from 
them both. 

There isa kinde of Hawke that you fhall finde more 
fullen and dogged of difpofition, not caring for you, 
nor your voice: but looking behinde her, or fome o- 
ther way when fhee fhould bee lured and comeo- 


wards you. This Hawke although you muft of ncoehhs - 


ty loue her, yeemuft you take good heede how.4 


tet her vnderftand the fame; but deale. with -her accor: 


ding to her deferts, looking ftreightly vnco her: 1 
meanein her food,and manner of her diet: but other- 
wifeoutwardly in your behaviour towards her, that 
| E muft 
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muft be moft louing and gentle, although you get no 
more then you doe wring and extort fromher per- 
force. Therefore be fure to leffen her pride by orde- 
ring her diet with meafure, and refpect vnto the wea. 
ther, which falling out milde and tem perate, you need 
not feareto hold her downe, vatill you haue quarried 
her in fuch fort as is before appointed fora Hawke of 
her condition: and fo by degreesasyon fee her alter 
andamend her manners,fo may you alter her diet, ad. 
ding toher ftrength with reafonable expedition, which 
will be quickly gotten, if fhe be found, and the wea- 
ther reafonable. butifthe weather thall fall out 0 bee 
violent and froftie, then you muft beware and take 
heede how you abate much Acth, and efpecially how 
you kcepe it off toolong, 

Thefe kindes of aukeward qualities are for the 
moft part found in your blacke and fwarthie plumed 
Hawkes: for although'there be many of them that bee 
good mettelled Hawkes, and high fliers: yet are they. 
alfo hard of ward, and very cuill and vneafie to be re- 
claimed:and brought in fubie@ion. Therefore the 
greater care mutt be had of them, and of neceffitie 9. 
Rraighter courfe to be taken with them, then with other 
Hawkes, thatbe ofa more milde and louing difpofiti.

And whenfocuer you doe flie one of thele Ha wkes, 
and hauenogood fucceffe in your flehe, faile not to 
take her downe vnto fome lining thing,to draw & hold 
her loue vnto your felfe: for if the haue not her will 
and pleafurefrom you, fhe will afluredly feeke itano- 
ther way, Therefore it is a very {peciall and fingu- 
lat good thing when your yong Hewke hath {tooped 
foule,and failed to kill, then to have alive fowle ready 


to. 
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to take her downewithall, although it be a tameone, 
yet let itbe as neere tothe colour of the wilde fowleas 
you can, being fare to make it fafe from ftrugling or 
{triving. 

There is. another kinde of plumed Hawkes between a 
blacke & atawnie, as it were of afuddie colour, which 
beas great mettelled Hawks, 8c as fprighttull as can flie, 
Alfo louing and kinde of difpofition,ifthey be welland 
artificially reclaimed and made. And thefe kindes of 
Hawkes, being let in with another Hawke, will be pre- 
fently. wonne with ewo or three gaerries: if not, and 
that meanesbe wanting, then mutt you take the grea- 
ter paines withthem in training to make them Hawkes 
of themfelues, which they will quickly be, after you 
haue made them to flie right and true vpon you, if 
you obferue and keepe this infuing order: They muft 
want no ftrength when they haue not the affiftance 
of another Hawke, neither muft their flomacke bee 
wanting to put them forwardto performe their fer. 
ulce. Then muft you take a fit houre at euening when 
all cheek be paft, with faire weather - for fowle wea- 
ther and check will breed offences diuers waics » then 
muft you hauc a {mall couple of Fowle conueniently in 
a hollow brooke,where they may fhroud themfelucs 
from you, and you from them: for great waters and 
many Fow/e caufetoo much toile for young Hawkes, 
then chrow off your Hawkeas neere them as pofhible 
you may with conuenience, that you be notinforced 
to draw your Hawke on her wing too farre, nor tarric 
toolong before you {hew the Fowle vnto her: for 
young Hawkes muftnot be fuffered to flie too long at 
the firft, but muft be taught & brought vnto it by de- 
grees: then the place being for your purpofe, if your 
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Hawke will flicaright, you may at the fecond ftooping, 
ouerthrow one of them, if fhe will come hard & clofe, 
for fuch a Hawke as comes with vehemencie at the firft, 
doth more terrific and amaze a Fowle with once 
comming, then another that commeth coldly and 
with {mall courage, fhall doe in three or foure times, 
If you doe faile of your expeétation, and that it bee 
not fuddenlie effected, mifle not totake herdowne to 
a hand fowle, before fhe hath laboured andbeaten her 
felfe out too much, and thercin may you pleafther 
well and giue her great content. This courfe take with 
her fo leng as the iis of her felfe, wanting the compan 
of another Hawke to helpe her, andfo you ‘hall bee 
fure to hold her ftill in lone: for there is nothin 
more hurtfull or difpleafing to a yong Hawke, then at 
her firft making to fuffer her to toile, and make map 
ftoopings before fhe be ferued. That breedeth diflike, 
and caufeth her to flie wide and careleflie, yea, and 
many times to goe her way in great difpleafure, 

There be other kinds of plumed Hawées, and more 
then as yet I haue made mention of, but whatfoever 
they be or fhall be, I hope I haue formerly in this dif 
courfe,prouided, fhewed, and plainely exprefled, a fe. 
uerall order or rule for their viage, according as they. 
thall be perceiued (and through the Faulconers skilly 
found to be in their {euerall natures and diuerfitie of 

humors difpofed and inclined.

fo fufficiently as the deferves. 

She for the moft part Eyrees and breeds on the tops 
obhigh rocks in the cold aire, where fhe continues for 
atime,never fetting eye nor fecing any man,but thereis 
nourifhed and brougat up by her naturall Dam, untill 
fuch time as herfeathers be at home, herjoynts & body 
firong, and able to reare her felfe from the ftones and 
mountaines into the aire, where fhe is entertained and 


thould nolone tutured by her-dam, and by hertrained up, and taughe 


the way to prey for her felfe, which when the young 
ones have learned, the fuffereth them ro abide no longer 


fome other-countrey (as we daily fee by experience) 
and there fhedeparteth from them. From that time for- 
ward they live and continue wilde, being forced to thift 
for themfelves, by getting their living with their owne 
labour,which they do continually both in wet and dry 
~ ——_ tafting 
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tafting and enduring of all cimes & feafons, calmesand 
ftorms, their bodies being tempered and feafoned, with 
all forts and changes of winde and weather. 

Now mut it needs beethat thefe kindes of Hawkes 
hane,and cuermore wiil haue fome wildneffe in chem, 
which difpofition , although I haue formerly (hewed 
you how to alter and change,and to keep them louing 
and familiar with yon: yetthat being wrought andef- 
fected by art, you mult beware that nature do not gee 
the vpper hand, or beare the greateft(way, for if ic 
do, then your skill failes you, and your are deferues no 
commendation. 

Therefore when you {hall determise to frame your 
Haggard tothe fafhion and forme of your other hawks 
(of which I hdue already made mention ) It will not be 

fofaddenly nor eafily effe€ted; as (itmay be) you ex- 
pea: for if you defire to fet her abroad vnhooded to 
weather her, as you doyour Ess, it will not bee: for 
your E#as may bee fet abroad at any time of the day, 
yea, andthe better when her gorge is full; butas for 
your Haggard,you mutt take another courfe with her, 
forifyou intend to weather her, you muft doit in the 
morning, or elfé in the euening before the be fed: alfo 
you muft remaine clofe by her, with meat cleane and 
ready dreft to take her to your fit withal!-otherwife no 
fooner is her appetite fufficed with meat, but fhe being 
abroad vnhooded fudden!y forgets al! her former fub- 
ie@ion,and fals to ftriuing and bating to be gone,efpe= 
cially fhe will bee moft carneft and vnruly when after 
you baue been abfent fhe fha'l fee you come fuddenly 
wnto her, which temerieie and wilde bebsu‘our fhewes 
(for the time) your artis abandoned, confidering {hee 
had rather do her {elfea mifchiefe by baring and fri.

Wheras you haue perceiued that your hawke all her 
flying time hath continued with you foundand health- 
full: and by the mending of your hand alittle towards . 
her with good meat fomething more then ordinary, fhe 
would alwaies thriue of her fleth, and increafein health 
to your liking : yet now atthe fetting downe, and time 
of reft,yeydo (out of your loue, and to the intent to All 
her full of flefh) giue her good meat , and full gorges

oreater effect, but that you finde your Hawke rather 
worfe then better by it:for voleffe you know the reafon 

ofit, it cannot chufe bat feeme ftrange vnto you.T haue 

had this queftion propounded ynto ‘mee diners times 

concerning Hawkes in this eftate,which although J: m 

well afluredeuery good Fadlconer of ime and experi- 

ence, can iudge fufficiently, not onely of the caufe, but 

aifo of theremedy, and how to preuentit:yet in repard 

there aremany keepersof Hawks do lacke that know- 

ledge, and for want thereof haue {poiled and furfeited 

many good Aawks : T will for their inftruGtions fpeake 

more at large concerning this matter. 

Whereas before during the time ofher flying, your 
Hawke did’by chance, now and then meet with fome 
good meat more then ordinarie, as fomerime the flefh 
of fowle,or the like taken by her felfe; or otherwife be- 
ftowed on herby you,in regard of her good deferts;vp- 
on the which it may be you hance feene her feed haftily, 
or with preedinés,and yet'you have not perceived that 
the hath beene the worfe, but the: better forthe fame. 
From whence you muft vnderftandthat fhe commonly 
did win that with labour of her body, and the vfe and 
exercifeof her wings, which was a preat help & furthe- 
rance to her digefture: befides the Fasiconer (being ex- 
pert in his art) will out of his difcretion , cither in the 
morning,or at euening, after fuch extraordinarie food, 
confider what danger it might procure, and fo give her 
ftones to previent the gathering or ingendring of any 
foperfluous glat or humor, which might therby offend 
xer,and fo with diligent care continue a moderate and 
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But now you ceafe & leaue off from all thofe praéti- 
fes and obferuations of the flying time, and youronely 
pretenceand purpofcis to give reft & good food vnto 
your Hawke, tothe end to.raife and fill her full of fle(h, 
whereby fhe may be made ready forthe Wew. Andto 
theinrent the fhould profper & be brought to tha per- 
fetion, you doat her firft {etting downe , give her as 
muchas he lift to take into her gorge,thinking thereby 
to effect your purpofethe fooner: but therein you thal 
foone finde that you haue dectiued your felfe, for yout 
Hawke being newly taken from flying, at which time 
you kept her with a good ftomack and {paring diet,be- 
ing now fuffered co take what fhe will, doth ont, of the 
heat and greedineffe of her ftomacke , fill her felfe full 
vpon the (udden,that for want of digefture (which the 
muft needslacke by reafon of her continual! reft .ha- 
wing no exercile,nor other means.to'procure the fame) 
her fudden fulnes doth fo {uffocate and ftop the poores 
which are then open, and other paflages ofnutriment, 
that fhe wil be prefently ftunted by thofe obftru@tions, _ 
and not onely bee forced to ftand long ata ftay, before 
fhe can be recouered,but many times the willanguith & 

fall into many furfets & difcales, by-reafon of thefame. 

Therefore to avoid thefe inconueniences, you muft 
keepe your Hawke all the flying time as cleane as poth- 
ble you may, then at her fetting down keep your won- 
ted courfe in feeding twice aday , and as neere as you 
can with hotand bloudy meat,and nomorein quantity 
then you fhall finde her well able toendure.and puta- 
way :and be fure to take heed of fuffering her to glut 
her felfe too full at the firft:and by vfing this order you 
hall find that if the be found, the will thriue of her feth 


in 
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ina fhort fpace, which if you perceive, that withiii the 
weck or the fortnight fheis amended,to yourliking,1&é 
may you be bold to begin to feed her once a day,and if 
it be poffible let her haue yong pigeonsat the frit, be- 
caule it is a more moift and delicat food, & caflier tobe 
indued,then any old food: but ifthere be none of thofe 
tobe had,then you muft be content to take what you 
can get,neuertheleffe befure that her firft gorges of the 
laftkind be reafonableand cafie in quantity for a while. 
becaufe at that time of the yeere, old foodis more drie ~ 
and hard ofdigefturethen at other times, or then yong 
pigeons be. 

Thus hauing vied this courfe,and by your own dif: 
cretion finding the time fit,to leauefeeding twice a day, 
alfo obferuing how the likesand mends by her feeding 
once a day how theeagernes ofher ftomack doth abate, 
and according tothefe obferuations to rule and order 
her with art & difcretion, you fhall be fure to have your 
hawk raifed in her flefh,increafed & fetled in herhealth, 
being therby made ready & fit for the Mew, into which 
fhe may be put fhortly after,& no doubt there continue 
fafe and found, while flee remaines there. Contrariwife 
if you do put your hawke into the Mew, without any 
fuch preparation,or while fhe is abroad to fuffer her to 
eat as much as fhe wil,or togiue her at one timea whole 
old doue,dry and tough, you hall find it will fuddenly 
put the foundeft hawke that is vnto a ftand, & by this 
only meanes,furfetted & {poiled many a hawk:& there 
are very few that {cape which are fo vfed,and then itis 
imaginedthey haue taken fome blows or brufes in their 
flights,or haue beene wronged fome other way, when 
(indeed) ther’sno fuch matter, but cuen are deftroyd by 
hafty extraordinary feeding,& by faperflaous & vnrea- 
fonablekindnes, = G Chap.

dy,by the taking and cafting of which ftones,you thall 
be much directed in the knowledge of her eftates and 
you muft not faileto marke what ftones the cafts euc- 
ry day, which you muft gather vp,andthen haning wa- 
{hed them,lay themin the place fit for her to take again. 
That meat which youdoc kill for your Hawke with a 
Peece,be fure to fearch,and cut out the black and brui- 
fed fielh,which proceeds ofthe gunpowder: for there is 
no gun, but after one fhoote or two, (and efpecially in 
moift & wee weather) but fends forth the thor as black 
as inke,which I referre to your owne iudgement, whe- 
cheritcan beeither good or wholfome for any Hawke 
to take into her body, confidering itis athing fo evill 
and contrary to her kinde: and how is it poflible that 
thofe Hawkes fhould efcape and miffe the fame,that ne- 
wer haue their meat cleanly dreft,but through the idle- 


nes of their Keeper,it is throwne into the mew feathers A cood eauest 
for all idle 
Faulconers, 


and al, without any care of cleanfing,euen as it hath lien 
battered and ranckeled from the timcit was killed: and 
yet I haue heard fome of them fay, that they neuer faw 
nor heard of any hawk that euer died by any fuch kind 
offood, which{peech doth not only bewray their igno- 
rance, but alfo their negligence, & thew: s that chey ne- 
uer had the wit to obferue, nor the skill co preuent fo 


great adanget. Notwithftanding it is too manifeft that 


many excellent hawkes haue been veterly deftroied by

How totake your Hawke from she Mew, and how to ine 
(came her and make ber ready to flie, 







AU Hen the time comes that you intend te 
ON ¢ draw your Hawke out of the mew, it doth 
ge} behooue you at the doing therof to be very 
88 carefull, that yeu be not too longa ftriving 

with her; whereby you fhould giue her a- 
ny caufe of forcible motion of her body by bateing, 
ftrugling or the like,but with.all pofible expedition fer 
her downe vpon a pearch,to the end fhe may therereft 
quietly, til her anger and turbulent humor beaffwaped; 
thereby to preuent and keepe her from taking any 
heat atall, and {folet her fit amongft company, andin 
their hearing, without any occafion of difturbance:fo 
neercas youcan. Then when youthinke it conuenient, 
take her gently and fairely vnto your fit,and carry her 
vp and downe,ftroaking her with a featherlightly and 
gently,and if you doe perceine her begin to ftirre, and 
grow vniquiet, fet her downe.againe, and thus v{c her, 
wntillby degrees you have drawn het tofome reafona- 
ble familiarities. which when you haue gained,and that 

e will begin to iced,then giue her more carriage, and 
vic her vntoit more and more, and be fure ftillto keep 
her as quiet as may be, and {eeke by. all meanesto pre- 
uent her bateing; for there is more danger in fome one 
Hawke, thatis to be reclaimed and infeamed fromthe 
Mew, then is in many other Hawkes that haue beene 
newly taken in Exg/end or from the cage, orany other 
place whatfoener, for they chat.are newly taken here in 


England, 
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Eugland,doecome from the labor of their bodies &ex: 
ercife of their wings,pare not fat (if I may terme it fo) 
therefore they in their. reclaiming & making cannot fo 
fuddenly heat themfelues by bating or otherwife, bus 
they may be better preferued:from:any hurt, and if ie 
doe chance thatthey mifcarricthereby, yet may they 
then be more eafily cured. Likewile thofe that come 
from the cage,and were taken beyond the feas, & haue 
been tofled & tumbled vp and downe, | doe heare few 
ehat buy them, complaine of their fatnes or ouermuch 
fulneffe, and therefore they arealfo fo much the. more

the one meale,and make her telfe fir & ready for the.o- 
ther:and for the firft week,or cen daies after,(he begins 
ro feed,giue her neither cafting nor ftones;butthe week 
| oh after: 
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after giue her halfe a dozen {tones cuery night,after fhe 
hath put away her fupper from forth her gorge, which 
you fhal find fhe wil caft & render vnto you apain inthe 
morning very early. The third week approaching, you 
muft ine her every night’a cafting, ftill bearing in mind 
your formersmanner of diet or food, which you muft 
continue untill your hawke be flying and all her flying 
cime,only adding vnto her meales fomewhat in quanti- 
ey,and forbearing to wafh alcogether fohard, with ree 
{pe& to the hardnes or mildnes of the weather, and as 
your own difcretion hall lead and dire& youin finding 
her to flic & grow fubie& to your demand,my reafons 
for difpofing of her ufage in thefe feueral forts are thefe. 

The firft weeke or fomewhat more, fhe wil be alroges 
cher vnfit & vnready for ftones,or cafting,by reafon of 
her ramagenes,befide fhe will be poflefled with fretting 
&angry humors, which wil not fo foon bewroughtout 
of her:likewife if cither of chem fhould be giuen her,be. 
ing in her full pride of greafe, fhe may keepethem,and 
neuer.caft them,as I haue(for a certainetruth)both feen 
and proued': otherwife the may fall ficke with ftirring 
or remouing her greafe too foone. 

The fecond weeke by meanes of the Faulconers skill 
and paines taken, the weeke before her anger and fret- 
ting will be fomewhat aflwaged, the will be gentle to fit 
vnhooded,and will haue wellemptied her bowels, and 


{cowred forth fome of her loofe droffe and reliques of 


im perfetion,and then fhe will be fit to receive ftones, 
and apt to caft them againe. 

This being effeéted the fecond week, then againft the 
third wecke fhe will be prepared with areafonable fto- 
macke,to take her cafting willingly ,& not be curiousto 
to dothelike afterwards, which thee muft haue cuery 
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night, “itmay beas yet you thal not find by hercafting, 
nor her mutes,much greafe tocome from her, nor thae 
fhe infeameth,nor yet reclaimeth according to your ex- 
pectation, yet letnotthat trouble you, but now prepare 
your felfe tolure her, andlether exercife and haue the 
benefit of her. wings: Then teie with ftones now and 
then to ftir her againe,and as neer 4s you can by night; 
for I hauc learned by experiencethat ftones given once 
by night do more good vntoa hawke, then twice by 
day,tor {peedy infcaming or remouing any elut or euill 
humor,whichthe hawks body is fubie@ unto:forin the 
morning, although {hee haue need enough to keepe 
them, yeta greedy appetite (which naturally thee 
hath atthat time of che day) often times prouokes her to 
caft them before they haue halfe exercifed their vertue 
and operation in her,fo that fhe receiveth little liberty 
or none at all by them:& contrariwife according to her 
neceflity fhe will fometimes keepe them all day and all 
night if you would fuffer her,for you thal perceive that 
the will euen refolue as it were with her felfe fo to doe 
by growing vnquiet,and by begging and craving meat 
of her keeper for her dinner, the {tones being ftill in her. 
and in my conceit, who fo fuffers her not then to have 
her will and defire, but ftrineth to contradi& her,doth 
her much wrong,for ifat the prefent fhe haue hers, the 
next morning he (hall haue his, I meane his ftones with 
her bealth increafed. 

I haue obferued that moft men can be well content to 
give vnto their hawke a piece of Flannell or Cotten,al- 
though foule and flurred, which being receiued into her 
body, the finds it fo farre differing from her natural de- 
fire, asfometimes (he will caft it vp in che morning all 
blacke and tawnie,and fometimes with itmeat vndige- 
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fted, which (heweth how lothfome itis vito her,efpeci. 
ally when it is giuen without perfec fcowring & wath. 
ing,yet we never fo much as dream that this ever offen- 
deth any Hawksbut forely it doth cither a found hawk 
cleane,or an vnfound Hawke whether fhe be foule or 
cieane. Therfore feeing it hath been, is,and euer will be 
giuen vito hawks tor cafting. It is meet thar'you confi- 
der,and take noticehow and when it is fitteft & beft te 
be ginen.Firft ofall you mutt be fure that it be perfealy. 
and well wathed,and fo kept, for thereis no fuch thing, 
nor any other thing, that paffeth into the body of the 
hawk; butthe ftomack worketh and ftriueth by nature 
to digeft it, as doe cuidently appeare by the hardébones 
fhe cateth, from whence it fucketh all the marrow, and 
other moifture,fo doth it in like manner from the wool. 
len whatfoeuer is poffible tobe withdrawne, which is 
vnnaturall, andtherfore muft needs be vnwholfome : 
wherfore to giue it when your Hawkcis in(caming,and 
foule in her greafe,and that alfo broken in her, itis more 
tolerable; for then her ftomacke is not fo apt or incli- 
ned tofauor or tafteit, (being chen cloied and peftered 
with groffe humors) asit will be after, whenit is freed 
and cleanfed fromthem: Alfo then it often times 
(through the anoyance of the hot &greafiefauor)doth 
prouoke your hawke to caft in the morning before her 
houre, or that fhee hath perfe@ly indured her fupper, 
which will appeare and plainely fhew in the tawnie co. 
lour of her cafting vnwrapped,and the like colour and 
muddinefle of the water within it, therefore if there be 
no remedy but we muft vfeit, let it be as it is before ap. 
pointed; and when yougiue the eafielt & lighteft fup- 
pers,and fome plummage with it - but otherwife neuer 
vpona preat gorge-no not vnto the foundeft hawk that 
is: 
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igealfoin amorning when your lvawke makes a loofe, 
arid vn wrapped cafting of plummage,it is good to giue 
alittle knot with ftones, to bring away loofe or ftrag- 

ling feathers out of the pannel! ; or elfe at fome other 














time with ftones in the morning,and view the colour of 
ir,whereby you may iudge the flate of your hawks bo« 
dy,for by it you fhall gather and perceiue whether fhe 
be hot and dry,or moift,and ingood temper;or greafie, 
or cleane. If fhe be hor and dry,the cafting will be euen 
asit were (corched blacks, yet neuertheleffe it may be 
wrapped,and the water init reafonable cleare, which if 
you find, let her haue no more cafting of that kind ; bue 
in ftead thereof giue her plummage,and the will do wel 
fo long as the-water isfo good: forit is nothing but her 
diflike of the viikindaefle of the cotton: But thereis 
more danger to bedoubted, when as the cafting appea. 
reth as I faid before blackifhand tawny, and no water, 
buta roaping froth in it, which fheweth and fignifieth 
more heat and drought then in the other, yet if it bee 
wrapped you need feare the lefle sand commonly this 
is fund in fuch hawks,asare not madethrough cleane 
at the firft before they bee flowne, butare hot often in 
that eftate: ncucrthelefle if thee be well ordered and 
carefully attended after, thofeimperfeations will eafily 
be wrousht out of her, which co effect takethis courte. 
Giue her one weeks re(t, and feed her with good gneat, 
and eafie gorges of the fameralfo ptucher fomevery fair 
and cleane water withit,and ceafe for that week togiue 
herany cafting atall, but cuery night after fhe hath put 
away herfu pper,giue her halfa dozen {mall ftones with 
the ftumpe of a wing :then at the wecks end becauté 
you cannot prove her eftate fo wel,by the colour of the 
cafting of plummage, giue her gre fupper, and after 
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a that is put away, wath her a flannel cafting very well, 
and giue it her. Then if you do find inthe morning,thae- 
it is perfect, then you haue your defire, if not vfethe 
fame courfe againe, vntill you haue accomplithed your 
purpofe,giuing her reft,and vfing heras hath bin fhew- 
ed before,& with this order rightly obferued, you thall 
not faile in a fhore time to recouer your hawks health, 
whereas otherwife death enfueth , as may plainly ap- 
peare to cuery Faulconer of vnderftanding, if they do 
but call to minde what difcommodities haue followed 
their ralh and haftie defires : for when they fe their 
hawks begin to fhrinkeand droope on {uch occafions, 
wil not be contented;nor cannot bridle their afe@ion S; 
ftaying till they haue reftored & wroughe their health 
by degrees, which time and diligence would eafily ac- 
compli{h,but moft vndifcreetly will thinkby extraordi- 
nary courfes to recouer them on the fudden, and fo 
whereas they (hould fuddeuly cure them,they quickly 
kill them. But let cuery one (that of his own experience 
knows nota better remedie) vie the forementioned or.’ 
der, by which they thall not faile to obtaine their pur- 
pofe( their Hawks healeh and their owne creditywhich 
being attained, and that you perceiue your Hawk to be

without bating, ftirring,or ftraining of her body, being 

charged with ftones. But fome will fay the night is too 

long, and that they doouer heat her:but by due obfer- 

uation I haue found ; itis not fo, whenfoeuer fhe hath 

need, and defirethor deferueth to haue them: for cer- 

taine it is I hauefeene a Hawé in the time of her flying, 

that hath taken a dozen or morcof ftones her felfeini a 

morning, and hath kept halfe of them till the next mor- 

ning. Alfo I hauc knowne the fame Hawke when they 

haue been giuen vnto her by.the man at the fametime, 

would not miffeat her feeding time , or at the fight.of 

meat tocaft halfe ofthem,and keepthe reftrillthe next / 

day which Hawk I haue recovered and broughtto per- 
fection,and orderly cafting ,onely witha moderate dict, 

and ftones ginen her in the night without any trouble

This peeuifh cuftome I alrered, and quickly changed, 
and brought her'co caft chemall,and orderly, onely by 
keeping 2 fteadie and carefull hand ih the qualitie and 
quantitie of ber diet and feeding, not giving her fome- 
times too lictle, and fometimes too much, bue keeping 
and obferuing a mceane, and cfpecially vpon fuch Occa- 
fions. [tis the careful feeding of your Aawkthat makes 
her ferniceable's for there is no Hawke but will fie ac. 
cording as fhe is ordered and gouerned , ‘as if her Ro- 
macke be right, fhe will flie with {pirit,courage, andat- | 
tention tothe man, orherwifeif it be coldand dull; fhe 
will flte wilde and carelefly, 2nd on plains and rowlés, 
all whichis difcommendable in a Hz wke,and fhewsthe 
Faulconer faileth of his art, &¢{uch océafions pine caufe 
toany Hawke to caft at adventure, and hor at any cer- 
taine time. “Alfo incuring of the foréfaid Hawke, as T 
vied a certaintie in her diet :'fo alfo I Have euermore a 
care to feed verie cleane," which is another fpeciall nore 
tobe marked byall Fawiconers , forin {6 doing, they 
fhall be fare to kéepe their Frway ih temper arid clednie: 
forthereby they cannot retame any fuiperfiuitie of elut, 
or any otherthing,which otherwife might hurt the flo. 
macke, and breed fickneflein the bodie, and i§ 4 {peciall 
caufe to make'them ‘caft'cithép Ronesor caftrig’ difor- 
derly, ‘and out of courte: HERRIOT 
Another order which T took 


efor this parpole, was 
that - 
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thatI'coctinually vied her vato fonesat ni night,and ne- 
uer failed to gine her few or many eueric TER (with 
moft conueniencie for the number) vneill 1 bad chan- 
ged and altered her difordered kinde of cafting and ful- 
ly accomplilhed my netire, which Lethe fooner rbroughe 
to pafle, by reafon of this laft pracife of giuing her 
fiones by night: and to provethat itis the befitimero 
piue any Hawke ftones in,but efpecially {uch.as fhal be 
perceived to hane the like need, and * defireth chem in 
that manner before rehearfed,T will &edownone exam: 
ple more ofmine owne experience. 

I haue another Hewke, which was a Haggard. flight 
Faulcon, that when I came into the agew with her dip. 
ner,did caft vp fome few ftones at the fightofthe meat, 
and when fhe had eatenvp the fame ( (be, inga yong 4 P; 
geon) {heprefently took aboueadozen more, which the 
kept vntill che next day. 

Likewife where now Iliue,andin my time, t 
was aZa/fell-centle, that after:/hee had caten.a whole 
yong Pigeon, took prefently 25; or 16.ftones.vnto the 
fame, (for proofe whereof I iaue many of tie beft in 
el houfe to teftifie the fame) he alfo made it fome 
thing late the next day: before he did caft them, which 
apparantly fhewed that he pathrally loned rhe m:, and 
that they did him'good, : and qui ickened his.digefture. 
Thefe ftoneswere cuery morning after | aid by him, be 
ing faire and cleane wafhed, which he neuer miiied ec 
take'inamoneth together, yet agahe fight of his meat, 
he would horfaileto éxft forme o¢ all of chemavhichisa 
commoa thing that may bematked in Hawks,noione- 
lyin:the Agew,: but alfoin their fly’ ng time shia ¢. whic ich 
proucth that Wivks may, be by,many.occalions prouo- 
ked ta caft: chofe ftones.which are eiuen iv ii she 
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knowne by her 
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Booke j 
morning,before they hauc wrought to any purpofein - 
them,and it was nothing elfe but that diftempered and 
vatimely cafting, which made that Hawke continue fo 
long before he could cure himfelfe, whereas otherwife 
ifhe had been vndertaken by his keeper, and vfed ynto 
them at nights,though not fo many at once, yet would 
he fooner haue been cured. Alfo this aduifeth,chat men 
fhould be fo skilfull, and withall fo carefullastoefpie - 
when cheir Hawks haue need of ftones, and then not to 
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let flip opportunitie from one time vnto another,and to 


giue them now and then by chanceas on the holiday, 
or at times of beft leafurre,but they muft applic them by 
day or night continually with difcretion,vntill they be 
cured,and thall caft in due time, And whenfoeuer you 
do finde your Hawke to fitlong inthe morning before 
fhee doth caft, andinthe end alfo doth keepe fome of 
them ftill, then be fure to ceafe to leaue offquite inthe 
morning, and v{cher onely vntothem at night, and af- 
{ure your felfe if fhe haue no other deadly infirmitiein 
her, they will worke a truc cffe@, and caufe her to caft 
orderly at all times. Tf the doth caft as fhe fhould do, ie 
muft be within an houre and a halfe:if they be ginen'iin 
the morning: forif {he doth not, either her health,or her 
gouernment are imperfee. 

Alfo when your Hawke is in her beft cafe,and prime 
of her flying, and as cleaneas may bee, yet then forget 


». fot (when you may conueniently) as {pecially after 
“franke or good food, or in time of reft, to giue ftones 


with iudgement in her wants: for as they doworke to 
cleanfe & purge any thing that is bred in her ftomacke: 
fo likewife arethey of operation to preuént‘anyieuill 
thatis thereto be ingendred or bred, if it be of fubftance 
to be wtought'vpon: forindeed there is nofuch phy- 
icke 
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ficke for a Hawke,as to giue her ftonesin due and need- 
full time ; and littledo young Fea/coners imagine how 
kindly their natures do agree the one withthe other, I 
heard one fay that after a tedious flight fowne with his 
Hawke, he would giue her ftones to coole her withall, 
which ac of his though I did wel allow of, yet did I dif- 
allow of his opinion concerning their effeés, for indeed 
he knew what hee did in action, but not in operation: 
for no doubt he thought thole ftones with their cold- 55. paewhe 
neffe would not only coule her for the prefent,but alfo gaue her flones 
that they onely wroughta cold effe&,and {6 continued >" _ rie 
all thetime fhe pofleft them, which opinion ofhis was fea. 
altogether vntruc, for if it were poflible to haue fuch 
ftones, they would do no gaod atall: and becaufe I 
know that many do deceiue themfelues and others in 
this refpect, I will here fhew you my opinion concer- 
ning the fame. Firft,alchough: it is moft certaine thataf- 
cer fhe doth caft her ftones, and thofe ill humors as be- 
fore poffeft her fhe is cooled,and the extreme heat (bred 
by reafon of thofe fuperfluous humours) much allaid, 
yct during the time that fhe enioyeth them, fheis made 
more hot by them,and they by her: and for more con- 
firmation of the fame, let mee aske you one queftion, 
wherefore do you giue ftones to that Hawk which you 
haue newly taken and drawneout of the Aéew , and do 
intend with reafonable expedition to make ready to be 
flowne? It is notin plaine termesto- melt and wafte that 
glut and fatnes that fhe hath gathered,and is ingendred 
and growne in her pannel, with her full and franke fee- 
ding inthe time of her-reft and mewinc,and to make the 
fame ready, and fitto pafle away and fcowre through 
her downward in her ssutes,.as. alfo to afcend and bee 
drawn and purged vpwardsby the fame ftones,and hee 
cafting: 
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re might be eac tiated and emptied of 
ae -gusgitiu and uf fing bia and be infeamed 
and eae eane and reddictol ¢ put tolabour'fo much 
the mone Jf this be true, whe ade fhould any 
man thinkethat it is poflible for ftones with their cool- 
nefle to worke a cooling effec at their inftant being in 
the Hawk? ot why {hould any man pgiue them for thae 
purpo! e,fecking thereby to procure that, whereof there 
is no need? ? for there is no found Hawke gently taken 
from the Aew,that is ouer hot,but moderately hotand 
cold, andin ameane temper, in refpedt of her naturall 
fearand coldneffe, vnlefle afterwards fhe be withill y- 
{age over heat and wronged. And alfo on that occafion, 
if the vértue of {tones were prefent coldnefle it would 
hazard prefent death to giue them:for prefent heatand 
fadden cold cannot : agiee together ; and therefore al- 
though | do not allow to giue them to fome, after draw- 
ing out ofthe Mew in the f prime and extreameft fulneffe 
of flefh (for the reafons which I haue formerly alledg.

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Lathams Fanlconry. Booker, 
you gaue no ftones,you failed not to giue cafting euery 
nighe,but yet you perceiued not her glutto flow from 
her atany time, with her cafting as with her ftones, 
which fheweth that ftones arc phyficall,& canfeher to - 
purge vpwards and through her: Futhermore obferne 
this one thing, when you hane your hawke perfect 
cleane,do but forbeare one week to pine her ftones,and 
all chat time you fhall fee her make perfe@ and cleane 
caftings,andthough you proue her with cafting of cot- 
ton, yet ic will becleaneand white, then atthe weekes 
end for triall ofthe property of ftones,giue her halfea

{tomackezyea fhe will be kept and alfo loft by the fame: 

for let her faile of that neuer fo litele, and cucry puft of 
winde will blow her away from you; nay if there be ho 

wind ftirring, yet fhee will wheele and finke away from 

him and from his voice, that all the time before’ had 

lured and trained her up.Contrariwife ifie be his hap to:

There is notany Faulconer can appoint, oriuftly de- 
termine how long,or how {hort his flight fhal be;butic 
may fallout longer or fhorter then he expecteth, andit 
often happeneth to.be longer then-he lookes for,.and 
euery fuch long & tedious flight,ts yntoa full or an vne 
cleane Hawke a bitrer pill, which cannot well digeft, 
whereas yourcleane and perfect ftomackt Hawke,may 
fly her felfe weary, but neuer take harme. This obferuati- 
on many men lightly. pafle ouer, without fo much as 
onc thought of thefeerrors,of fulneffe and vncleennes, 
which notwithftanding haue.beene the bane of diucrs 
good Hawkes. 
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How to know when your Hawk ts not throughly infeamed, 
and bow. toprevent thofeenils that doc infue by r¢a- 
fen toerecf. 


pHen your. Hawke is dilpofed to. much 
> bowfing or drinking, itis nottobeliked, 
but fheweth. that. her body. is, pofleft 
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*Likewife. when fheis put to flying,& toyled bape

Alfo you {hall perceiue them to be mingled witha

Some man after he hath drawne his 4am ke 
out of the Afew,and findes her to be fat and full,chen for 
haft and defire he hath to fee her on her wings,takes no 
reafonable time with her,that fhe may infeame inward- 
ly,and outwardly together (as Imay termeit) but fo.

sel wilbe fat in the higheft degree, having as it werea 
leafe of the like fatty fubftance within it, yet hath the 
Faulconer a meanes and direct courfe with cleane food, 
cafting, and ftones continually to practife and worke 
withall, whereby (in a reafonable time)he may diffolue, 
ftir,and remoue the greafe, glut, orany other imperfect 
humor the ftomacke isfubie& vnto. Yet, alehough in 
the view of yourowne eye, andin your owne know- 
ledge, by her mutes, caftings, and other fignes, you doe

be. contented to haue this my. pains.and labour peruled, 
and by them more ancient and experienced then my 
felfe, both cenfured and correéted, 

Thus haue I written and difcourfed of the Haggard 
Faulcou gentle.Firlt, of chemanner of her life, or courfe 
of lining while fhe isabroad in the open aire,cither here 
in Zagland,or clfewhere, during the time of her wildes 
neffe,all which I hauefpoken by that experience which 
Thaue wonne and attained vnto, not onely by ferious 
obferuations; but alfo by great and continuall labour 
and induftrie, which I hauev{edin feeking to finde and 
take them: And I haue likewife fhewed you the means 
how.to vlc them at the inftant: when by cunning and 
fubtiley you haue beguiled and taken them: and how 
by skill and art.cuer.after to order and, gouerne them, 
changing (by your wit.and. watchfall diligence) their 
naturall timeritie and wildneffe into loue and gentlenes. 
Further you haue beene taught how you may by skill 
teach them to flic, and make them pliant and feruicea- 
ble for your vfe and pleafure. 

Andlaftly thofe (whofe felfe conceits do not hinder 
them from being ruled by reafon} may here be fuffici- 
ently inftru€ted how tokeepe and maintaine chem in 
health, without any medicine, {cowring , or other in- 
ward appliments, vnleffe it be by fuch meanes and te- 
medies,as nature and kinde hath taught chem for the 
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helping and curing of thofe griefes and infirmitjeg 
which they are fubie@ vnto. , 

Notwithftanding, being certainly perfwaded that 
thefe my friendly admonitions, being grounded vpon 
the abfolutetruth, of vnfallible experience, will not rel- 
lith nor tafte kindly in the ftomack of many yong mens 
neither willicfinke into the heads of fuch, whofe wor. 
king braines are neuer at quiet, till, like vnto the experi- 
enced Phyfician,they haue tried conclufions, though ie 
be with the loffe of their poore patients liues. I doin- 
tend therefore partly for the fatisfa@ion of fach-bue 
efpecially for the helpe and inftru@ion of all thofe,who 


- thall haue Hawks come into their hands,that by former 


bad vfage,are madefubiect vnto many infirmities here. 
after to fet down in the moft exa&@ manner my skil and 
experience wil permit,fuch and fo many kinds of medi« 


- cines and {cowrings,as I haue found by mine own pra- 


ctife (being produced to vie them by the forefaid occas 
fions) haue wrought effe@ually in’ curing all difeafes, 


incident to Hawks inwardly, together witha rehearfall 
of fuch accidentall imperfe@ions,as I haue obferned to 


come and grow vpona Hawke, with their feuerall re- 
medieshow tocure them outwardly, 
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Totakethe Hageard wilde from the airt,and make her

on.A Bird ftately ,braue,and beautifull to behoid in the 
eye and iudgement of man : more ftrong and powerfull 
then any other vied Hawke, and many of them very 
bold;couragions, valiant,and very venterous, next vnto 
the flight Fanlcon,of whofe worthinefle I hauealreacic 
fufficiently difcourfed. 

The Haggard of that kinde is moft commendable, 
meeteft to be accounted on, fitreft to be. dealt wiehall, 
and eafielt.to bee made: for any pleafure that can bee 
thought vpon: for the which any of that kinde hath 
beene vied.

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deth the time, the will omit no momentto take her beft Between her 
aduantage, whereas otherwife the will make no thewto ditsiustace,. 
fee that thing fhee moft and chiefely defireth; bur i 
content her felfetill better. opportunity ferueth: this 
order and courfe ofhers will no way giuecontent or fa- 
tisfic our delights to flie vpom aduantage, and cunning 
for her ownecale and fafety: thereforeit appeares that 
we muft put her vpona high pinne,& fer on hera new . 
edge, and without great heede in ‘all points, agreater 
then fhe is in any fort ablelongtoindure : if this be fo 
in all yong Hawkes,then ought you to be moft carefull 
ofthe yong Ger-Faulcon, whom you intend to.

life. All this performed and her felfe preferued vntill fhe 
be mewed: then ought you at the leaft three weeks be- 
fore you doe take her to your fift, to infeame her with 
wafht meat and ftones; for then is the danger, and the 
caufe that doth (horten many of their liues. Forthere is 
no man can make oneofthofe Hawkes from the Agew,

sHen you do dratw a fat or full Hawke out of 
NWZ/2 the Afew,thar proueth vnquiet in her infea- 
SAW Ee ming.

Firft by heating 
her in her greafe, and by fuddaine colde af- 
_ ters which is the more dangerous if it be procured by 
fpowting,or wathing her with cold water,after fhe hath peace tow 
| bated and heat her felfe. you do wath 
| Therefore when you hauefucha Hawke, that you Ye" ane 
| perceiue to be'of a ftirring bating humor, if you will com the’ Mew 
needs wet or wath her, let itbedone before fhe doe bate 
or heat her felfe;for by that meanes you may keepe her 
| L 3 quiet 
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quict,and prevent ker vnrulinefic. Alfo it isnot good to 
make too much haft in the infeaming of fucha Hawke, 
burto take reafonableleifure, and not to breake or dif- 
perfe her greafe too foone, for that takes away her fto- 
miacke,which prolongs & increafes her vaquietnes,and 
being ouerheat by the fame,it caufeth herto caft difor- 
derly and tokeep either {tones or cafting out of reafon 
and due time. It willalfo caufe her toloofe her fiefh, 
which will breed weakenes in her body: whereof com. 
meththe Crocke and diners other difeafes:and for any 
of them fo taken while fhe is in her greafe, there is no 
recouery to beexpected, vnlefle by fome extraordinary 
worke of art and nature fhe chance to be cured. 

Euery Faalconer {hall find that it isan eafier matter to 
preferue health ina found Hawke, then torecouer it - 
when it is decaicd: And feeing it is known and céettain- 
ly affirmed that the wild Hawke lines & continues mae 
ny yeeres: it may be a queftion why wethinke it well, 
and are content if wecan keepe our Hawkes aliuc but a 
few yeeres, and yetit cannot be denied but the wilde 
 Hawke,takes greater paines by farre then the reclaimed 
Hawke doth,for fhe neuer eateth but fhe {weateth, fhee 
gets her liuing by her labour,and her wings are all the 
fingers fhe bath to feed her fat withall, And for ought 
that Ican perceiue, thisis the caufe that makes her live 
folong,for wheras thereclaimed Hawke fits often at her 
eafe,8c feeds her felfe fat with that the neuer takes pains 
for, whofe eafeand idlenefle cannot chufe butbreed ill 
humors,which do no doubt furfer her body,and thot- 
~ ten herlite. Befides thee is often times debarred from 
the benefitof the frefh and {weet aire, fheis fed many 
times with meat contrary to her conftitution;theis for- 
ced to participat of many “eccurrents whichare oppo- 
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fite to the fame:fhe hath fometimes her ficth puft vp on 
the fodaine, and as quickly abated, all which being op- 
pofite & contrary to nature, cannot choofe but deftroy 
nature ; for where the qualities are diffcrent, cheréis a 
continual ftrife,& where ftrife is continued, there muft 
needs follow a vitoryto the one part, which brings a 
ruin tothe other, fo chat thefe differencesbeing continu 
ed(vuto our reclaimed Hawks)muft needs cutthe thred.

“yHatis the reafon that many men doe 
r neuerfo muchas thinke of natures 
courfe inthe managing of thefe mat- 
ters, which doe concernethe health of , 
their awh: fo neerly, but when the date of their flying 
time is expired; wheras beforethey followed their own 
courfes & affeCtions,ncuer thinking of the timeto come, 
fo now when they baue put her intothe Mew,they take 
no further care while fhe isthere, nor docnotthinke 
there is eitherart to be vfed,or experience to be learned: 
during thattime, For although in her flying time any 
ore 
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out of his fight, and (yet it may be) knows not how to 
remedie thofe infirmities he finds. Yet when they haue 
once put them into the Mem, then they are committed 
to the keeping of fuch a one (as if he can giue her meat 
once a day,and water oncea week)is thought fufficienr, 
which loofe practife doth fhew how much many men 
do wrong both their Hawks and themfelues. For what- 
foeuer he is that hath attained fomuch skill,as in flying 
time to finde afault,if he will diligently attend and ob- 
ferue at duetimes 5 may in the Afew Jearne to menda 
faule: for there he hath a patterne of the wilde Hawkes 
practife’; and as it were alooking glafle tobehold & fee 
how fhe doth order and gouerne her’ felfe when the is 
amiffe : there he may mark how often and many daies 
together without ceafing fhe will take ftones,and go to 
the water,and how {paring fhe wil be of her diet,eating 
but little,and making choice ofher food, wherein fhe 
muft bee'aflifted by the diligence of her Keeper, who 
muft prouidemeat of feucrall kindes for her, vntill fhe 
hath her liking, and not to feed her with one kinde of 
meat, and becaufe fhe refufeth that, fo to gine her over: 
likewife you muft carefully mark what meat it is where 
on your Hawk hath furfetted, or hath eaten fo rouch of 
thatthe is fick with it: for fhe will be fure co loath that 
and hate it during the time of her ficknes ; & itis notfit 
that you do proffer it vnto her any more before fhe be 
throughly recouered:for if you do, and that fhe chance 

to diftafte itagaine, itis ten to one fhe dies for ie 
Thefe things during the time of her mewing being 
carefully obferned,will afford good inftructions Hts

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for their kind: And vnto him that isignorant,and wan= 
eth experience,it will being prefent vnderftanding, and 
make the way to further knowledge how fhe (hould be 
ordered afterwards, when fhe is drawne from thence.

. Have in times paft beene of opinion my 
so felfe, thavif I might giue my Hawkea 
poo new deviled (cowring, thatit were not 
a) ey poflible fhe (hould dic in along time af- 
Laas Ge tct.Although I had not fo much vader- 
ftanding asto know the true operation of any one of 
thofc fimples it was compounded of,neither whither it 
went, nor which way it pafled, but onely in at her 
mouth,and out with her sates. And no doubt,at this 
day there: bee fome of the{ame minde concerning the 
onc, and of the like wifedome in refpe& of theother: 
Therefore I will not ftandas yet to teach or<inftru@ 
which way to makeaf{cowring: for I think they areas 
common as they arewain,and vfed.to little putpofe and 
as many and diners as (almoft) a Haske hath feathers, 
which they poore wretches finde to their veter. deftrus 
&ion. But here Ithinke it firft fit to be confidered avhat 
effects. thefe {[cowrings do worke when they are given, 
and in wyat partsof the Hawkes bodie they be contai- 
ned,and what can be there harbored for them to purge 
or worke vpon, whereby any good or benefit fhould be 
procured tothe Hawée by their meanes. | 
. Firft, when afcowringis giuen to any Hawke, itis 
| con- 
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conucied into the gorge, where it refts nor, bur paffeth 
downeinto the paunell, whichis the ftomacke: which 
placeeuery Faalconer of vnderftanding knoweth isem- 
ptied and made cleane euetie morning when fhee hath 
caft;but if by his obferuation of her cafting he perceiues 
the contrary by the foulneffe and imperfectnefle of the 
famezor that there is any reliques,as ftragling loofe fea- 
thers, fuperflaitie of glut,or other impediments of her 
healch remaining or left behinde : then he hath her na- 
turall phyficke readie, which is ftones and faire water: 
Alfo if he be difpofed, he may vfea little knoe of faire 
white flannel, wel and cleane wafht together with them 
to cleanfe her withall, which flannel although it be vn- 
naturall,yet being wrapt clofe,it remaines firme in fub- 
ftance,and being perfectly cleane,returnethagaine with 
the ftones in the fame manner, remouing that which is 
bad, and leauing no caufe of offence behinde to annoy 
the Hawke withall. 

Now then feeing you do fufficiently perceiue by ex- 
perience that the panhell which is the ftomacke of the 
Hawkeis thus farre {earcht into,and by the skil and di- 
ligence of the Faalconer carefully kept and preferued, 
and euery day curioufly cleanfed , what fhould any 
{cowring do there where there is no need:or what effet 
can it worke vnleffe to take away her lifethat would 
faine liue, if her keeper would fuffer her. 

For you muft note that when a fcowring is giuen,and 
receined by the Hawke into her body, then by her natu- 
ral] heat that ftrives to digeft it, it is forced to vfe the 
vertue it hath, and doth draw vntoit one humour or 
other, that it hath power ouer: for there is no medicine 
but it hath a certaine power (according to the vertue 
of the figiples contained in it) to draw fomething 
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which is ctained in the body of the Hawk, Now when 
thisis giuen vntoa Hawke thatis cleane ; and hath no 
corrupt or fuperfluous humours,vpon which the force 
and vigor ofit may worke, then mutt it needs exercife 
the fame vpon the bloud &entrals ofthe Hawke, which 
it doth foak,wafte,& confume with fuch vnnaturall ve- 
hemencie,that it muft needs put ber whole body out of 
temper: therefore it is far vnfit to giue vnto your Hawk 
any medicine, vnicfleit beevpon extremity, and that 
there be manifeft fhew and proote of a deferuing caufe, 
But now let vs go alittle further to feeand find where 
and how this fcowring(which we giue our Hawke foo 
ten)may pafle to preuaile better in any other part of the 
bodie then it hath done in the pannel, or ftomacke al- 
ready mentioned. The next admittance, or paflage it 
hath from thence ts into the fmall guts, which place is 
ordered or difordered by the ftomack, which being go. 
uerned,and carefully preferved and keptin health,the o- 
ther cannot lightly be diftempered:for both health and 
fickneffe of that part depend vpon the eftate of the fto- 
mack,and from thence efpecially do grow ail other an- 
noyances, cither vpwards or downwards: now if the 
guts be furred or fraught with drofle, ‘as with fuchas : 
we terme fellanders,orany fuch likeimperfe@tions, I do 
allow they may eafily be fcowred forth: but'asI haue ’ 
heard fome afhrme and fay, that they could not onely 
giuea medicine to expell them from their places of be- 
ing, but alfo with the fame they will preuenttheingen= 
dring or increafing againe: I am altogether incredulous 
of ir, and do know that no man in the world can maine 
taine it: for if the ftomack be in health, the bowels will 
becleane and free from any fuch matter of imperfeai- 
on, efpecially in their flying time, when as they be fed 
7 cleane, 














cleane, and well ordered in their diet, norare not clop- 


ged,nor cloyed with vnreafonable porges,contrariwife | 


ifthe ftomacke bee imperfed, and that it do net digeft 
and indue well , then muft needs fundric euils follow, 
and fuch as haue beene named, and for curing thereof 
with {cowring it cannot be, for they will grow and in- 
creafe againe: But you mutt looke backe, and finde oue 
not oncly the Fellanders chat areapparantly tobe feene 
withthe eye, but alfothe originall and principal caufe, 
from whence they {pring and proceed : for if by your 
iudgement andskill you do not ducly confider that ; if 
you do attaine to your defire, it is more by good lucke 
then any cunning at all: for the ftomacke is the place 
(as you haue heard, and may perceive) that you muft 
returne vnto and feekto cures for itis the coldnefleand 
dulneffe of that onely, thae caufeth evill and imperfe& 
digefture. And although it be never fo found and pers 
tect, yet it may,on the fudden, be dulled and cooled di. 
vers waies:asfometimes after great toile togiue vnrea- 
fonable gorges ; alfo to feed frankly with cold and ftale 
meat which her ftomack abhorreth: Likewife,for want 
of ftones in due time, to remoue and purge thofe grofle 
humors, which fhe hath beene fuffered diforderly to re- 
taine for wantofthem.  _- 

Therefore to prevent thefe or fuch like infirmities 
before they do come, you muft bee carefull of the fto- 
macke, to feed it choicely; and to keepe it from any an- 
noyance,fuffering nothing to come there by your good. 
will but {weer and good meat, and fuch as the wilde 
Haogard doth take and chu to prolong her life with- 
all, (o fhall yon preferne your Hiwke from the Fellan- 
ders,and all other inward difeafes chat Hawkes be moft 


{ubie@ vnto. 
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When you do perceive that your Hawke is fick;and 
mourneth on the Fellanders (for fo you may terme it 
very fitly) fhe will be ofa heauie cheare: and you thal] 
alfo confirme thefame by your owne view, in behold- 
ing them in her mutes, to {hew and appearein raw and 
Alefhly threds and fuch like matter vndigefted,then is it 
not fit for you fo fooneand rafhly to intend to fcowre 
her,and by that meanes feek to disburden her of them, 
which will fuddenly after ingender and grow againe. 
Forit is the rath and haftie humour of fome men, that 
prefleth them forward to vfe fuch meanes for remedie, 
as ferueth but forthe prefent time, nor hardlythen nei- 
thers but rather by the vanaturall effects of their {cou- 
rings , there is left behinde in the bodie of the Hawke 
fome vnfanorie annoiance , whereby the fomacke’is 
mede more vnfit for quick and -perfe& digefturethen it 
was before:Contrariwifc,ifmen would but tarry atime 
conuenient, ofall other difeafes the Fellanders would 
be eafily cured and fooneft rid away, which toeffee, 
you muft looke vito the ftomacke,andby orderly and 
cleane food, with the beft meat you can get, feeke to 
cleanfe and make chat perfect. 

And faile not every night, inftead of cafting, to giue 
her halfe a dozen {mall ftones out of faire water, which 
you fhall finde will fo work,and in {mal time fo temper 
the ftomacke, that it will bee made fit and brought to 
quicke andgood digefture, & the Fellanders will foone 
be ridawaysAlfo be furethat you feed with good and 
light meat, fuclvas is cafie to be digelted ; and letit be 
hot and the quantitie thereof reafonable. 

And to proue that the fellanders may be taken away 
without fcowring,do but remember whether the foun- 
deft Hawke in the world will not hauc them, while fhe. 
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‘sin the Mew, of which there is no queftion to bee 
made: for it is moft certain that all Hawks of thackind, 
will haue them witha continuance of ranck and franke 
food. And whofoeuer {hall obferuc it, may often per- 
ceiue {uch a Hawke neuer,ceafe taking {tones and going 
tothe water for a moneth together, befides keeping of 
{paring diet,eating but little meat at once vntil fhe hath 
purged andclenfed her body and bowels againe. Alfo 
do but call to minde whether (after her drawing out of 
the Mew) you haue not perceiued the Fellanders or o- 
ther reliques of groffe and droflie fubftance will noe 
weare away in due time only with good meat & ftones, 
and a well ordered diet,without the afliftance or helpe 
of any {cowring or medicine at all. 

AJl this allowed and well confidered of; I finde no 
more reafon why the one part of the Hawke fhould be 
fcowred with medicine any more then the other, confi- 
dering they worke no fuch good effects as fhould moue 
vsto vfe them,and that better remedies may be obrain- 
edand effected without them. 

Whereas in this laft difcourfe (touching the panneli 
of the Hamke which is her very ftomack) I hauefhewed 
you that the other parts belonging vpwards & downe- 
wards,are gouerned and kept in health, & likewife fub- 
ie to infirmity by reafo of the fame; which appeareth 
more plainely by. a prerogatiue power, which nature 
hath beftowed onit aboue the other parts, by which te 
is ableto make.a diuifion of fuch mixtures, of things 
contrary in kind contained in the fame, which iseither 
taken by her felf,or giué vnto her by others; fuffring the 
principal fubfance to paffe for the nourifhment of her 
body;and with holding that which is burtful, working 
& drawing it together into a little knot or bundle, very

for then you doe but hinder & wrong her : for the will 
foone doe the like againe,and to pra@ice that courfe of- 
ten. will make an end efher.For theftones being kinde 
and naturall(as euery man may viderftand)there is no 
Hawke wil take them her felfe,but when fhe hath need 
And as fhe hath need of them, more or leffe,euen fo fhe 
will keep and detainethem,for they do agree with ber 
nature and kinde, & fhe loues them as may appeare by 
her raking them her felfe,and keepingthent folong. I 
doenot perfwadé you to giuc ftones to any Hawke,that 
being ficke,or ill difpofed, is thereby fo weakened, that 
fheis notabletoreturne them backefrom whence fhee 
had them (neither will any fuch Hawke of her felfe cake 
them)but vntoa firong Hawke. And when you do per-

which fhe would haue kept & loned; as that which was.

‘Therefore it you will needs vie it,it were fitter tobe pie.

to becloied:withall, through your owne,or othersnegs,

But for the other flow cafting Hawke the wilnot be 
cured on thefodaine,but it muft be wrought with pra- 
Cticeand by degrees. Therfore when you thal hauefuch 
a Hawk,and that you thall (notwith{tanding the coun: 
fell which Ihauegiuen to the contrary) refoluetodeale. 
with her fromher recouerie inthe morning, itisyour 
beft courfe net to gine her many flonesatone time;nei- 
ther let them be of the biggeft; bueabout eight or nine 
of the fmalleft that Faulconers doe vie to giue their 
Hawks: and then if fhe do caftany of them within two:

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And by following this courfe, you fhall finde that in the 
endit will recouer her,and bring her tocaft in due time: 
And 'thusmuch haue I writeen for their fakes that think 
the night too long, and are wilfully humored to giue

Neuertheleffe, for thofe that are not fo much felfe- 
will'd, or fetled in their own conceits; let me withdraw 
them from the day, & perfwade them that the night is 
beft to deale with fuch a Hawke ; and it offers me oc- 
cafion of difquiet, or diftemper unto her, as the mor- 
ning doth, but quictnes and reft, and therein fhee bath 
the length of time to receiuethe true operation & ver- 
tue of the ftenes.Diuers other reafons I could fhew and

Woheras I haue heretofore fhewed you how behoue- 
ful itis for euery Fan/coner,thatas he hathright know- 
ledge and true vnderftanding of his Hawés, from other 
mens ; fo alfo that he fhould through his diligent and 
due obferuation Jearne to bee as cunning and skilfull in 
the diuerfitie of their {undrie natures and difpofition, 
and thereafter to guide and rule them : and alfo for that 
they are birds fubieé& vnto fundrie accidents and euils, 
it is meet they fhould be as exquifite & skilfull to know 
one griefe or ficknes or other infirmitie one from ano. 
‘ther, & accordingly to giue and apply by fundrie means 
a remedic: and not to feeme orimitate the order & me- 
thod of the quackfaluer or mountibanck, that hath but 
one poore medicine in his budget, for euerie maladie. 
Therefore as I haue alreadie here fer downe fome few 
{cowrings,or medicines wholfome,medicinable,and by 
proofe and experience are tollerable,and fit to be giuen 
vnto Hawks on ivft occafion. [haue alfo fhewed you the 
vertue and operation of fuch fimples as are contained in 
them, and will further hereafter inftru& you of them 
particularly,and of euery ones temperature and vertue, 
to the end that out of thefe already written, or any o= 
ther that Ifhall write hereafter, you may with iudge- 
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ment and difcretion eafily divide, adde, or take from, 
whatfocuer how much or little,and for what gricfe foe= 
uer toferue your turne, and gine inftru@ion to thofe 
that wants the fame, according as there hall be found 
and perceiued any needfull occafion more or leffe 3 aS 

touching the nature of the eriefe. 3 
As for example tofpeake of the ftomacke chat hath 
no good appetite to feed, and whenit hath fed, cannot 
digeft well s itis a difeafe chat may grow diuers wayes: 
therfore it is not pofible to cure it with one medicine: 
Alfo if that weaknes of the ftomack do come of a weak 
diftemperature of it felf onely; then muft you needs vfe 
fome meanes vnto it felfe to heatand quicken it againe. 
Contrariwife ouer much heat in it felf, may be the caufe 
of that weaknefle, which if it be fo then will ic appeare 
divers wayes, and ef{pecially in the mouth and throat;

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tle confideredjyet certaine it is, that with the fame,and 
bafe feeding together,a number of them are furfeited in 
their bodies, and alfo baned in their livers, which for 
want of vnderftanding in many matters , the feruantis 
after blamed and wrongfully condemned for it, with~ 
out any caufeat all:for the liver or the difeafe thereof,is 
fo fecret and vnapparant,that vnleffe it be quite & clean 
fhot and fallen or {welled (for that is the truth) with 
rottenneffe: and that every man may difcerne it by the 
fecling of his hand, itis neuer miftrufted nor thought 
of ; when there is no other place within the Hawke 
more,nor fo much or often infe&ted, Alfo this ficknefle 
and griefe of the liuer will be eafily perceived, by her ca- 
ftings the which will feldome or neuer be wrapped, ot 
cleaneafter any ofthe leaft large feeding.And, although 
the liuer fo farre as you can perceiueby your ordinarie 
meanes,refteth right inthe place, yetby thefe and {uch 
other fignesas I hauc fhewed itis to be gathered, and 
you may be aflured chat there lieth her griefe, and that 
with toomuch heat and ftriuing it isinfe&ted.

Take 
as much of Reach.a/am, inquantity,asa pretty button, 
or beane,and giue it vnto her,and thae will caufe her to 
caft immediatly, all fuch things as fhe hath within her, 
after which you mnft takea {poonfull of the forenamed 
fweet water and giuc her,and folerit reft fo long as you 
fhhall finde it meet before you giue her meat ; this thing 
I think will not faile you on this.occafion to work your 
will and all, though for want of experience and iudge- 
ment, fometimes ftones be giuen by young Faulconers 
too foone in the fulnes of greace, which time is vnfittcft 
and moft dangerous. And alfo then they are moft har- 
deft to be remoued, yet then at that or {uch time I haue 
{eene it conftraine them to afcend back, and come forth 
from their place of being, euen wrapped by two or 
threetogether in the fame greace, which they them- 
felues had with their heat and hafty working melted, 
remoued, and difperfed too foone.

To flay the cafting of the gorge, and to Strengthen the 
weakneffe of the flomacke, from whence it proceeds. 


‘47 Ou fhall have your Hawks ftomacke, fometimes, 
through the diftemperature of grofle humours 
there abounding, for want of naturall'and kinde 

purging with ftonesand cafting,to be prowne fo weak 

as that {he will not keepe her meat, but will caft either 
all, or fome part thercef; or otherwife , on fome other 
occafion of ficknes will do the like,the which infirmitie 
and weaknes in her to cure and amend; you muff firttof. 
all be careful to order her very curioufly in her diet,and 
in thefe refpects itis meet hee fhould bee no idle mate 
that fhould vndertake fucka bufines, but both painfull 
and carefull to order her as the fhould be. And firft, he 
muft prouide the daintieft meat that may be gotten,and: 
giue her but a bit at atime, and as often as with conue- 
niencie he may, ftill prouiding change thereof, and as.

that being neglected & carclefly handled, all the medi-

for curing of the fame. For otherwife hee may trauell 
as a blinde man without aguide,and runne on quite 
contrarie, doing hurt vnto that the which he intended 
to do good vnto : as for example, I haue heard of fome 
men that would giue Wormeweod in a pellet, or knot 
vntohis Hawke at anighe with her fupper, but for 
what purpofe Ihauenot certainly vnderftood, neither 
will I'giue any confent or aduice fo to do , as to giuc it 
at that time with meat, orany other time ona full 
gorge, for thenaturc of itis cleanc repugnant and con- 


trarie: itis athing in tafte veric bitecr , and full of 


iuyce, andit cannot choofe but bee offenfine and di- 
ftaftefull vnto the Hawke in the time of her digefti« 
on, and may caufe’a crafie Hawke to caft before her

i due time, and euen to throw vp her meat and all-as 
moft certainly I haue feene it done. 

T herefore,as itis a thing very medicinable and pow- 
erfull for thofe things, for which by nature ic ferueth, 
being rightly ginen; fo alfo, it is as vnmedicinable and 
hurtfull if it be otherwife vied : wherefore ; .vnderfiand 
you thus much of the vertue & operation of the fame, 
this weede here {poken of , and called by the name of 
Wormewoed, it is of force to loofen, {cowre, and purge 
grofleand abounding humours from the ftomack,and 
ismeeteft to bee giuen.with ftones when your Hawke 
hath caftin the morning, and is through empty, andes 
ipecially after a great gorge that fhee hath ftood long 
on,and that you fearefurfciting on thefame:for it doth 
mightily refrefh the ftomacke and body after large fee.

Whereas heretofore I have fhewed that if al fortsof 
Hawks,how much more cafier it isto preferue and hold 
health, that being fafely imploied,then afterward when 
it is loftand decaied to feek to reftore or renue it again, 
The performance therof J alfo doaffure you mutt teft 
and remaine in the dutiful diligence,and continual ho. 
neft care and paines of the Falconer, his mind muft (el. 
come be off on them,his eye euer on them, and himfelfe 
neuer from them at times befitting for himfelf & them. 
And then when other men that be of amore lazy and 
negligent difpofition fhall have their Hawkes milcarty 
and decay, he thal be fure to keep his longaliue,and fafe 
from many cuill accidents, and inward and outward 
misfortunes that otherwife may fall vpon' them,and 
often doe,through floath & ignorance in their keepers.

|b is now meet and neceflary that I doc {peake offuch 
infirmities as doe befall oftentimes vnto Hawkes, on 
their legges and feet, and doe appeare outwardly in 
{welled knobs or knots,to the great torment & vexati- 
on of thefe poore birds that hauc them: alfo, iris as fit 
let you vaderftand which way,& of what they do pro- 
ceed,and how you may prevent them. Then know you 
fer certaine,that for the moft part they do onely grow 
with taking cold,after your awks haue flown and cha- 
fed their bodies and bloud,and diftempered both with 
immoderate labour, & afterward are not confidered of 
their Keeper; bur fo foone as they are fed, and oft times 
with cold & ftale meat,euen vp to their throats, which 
at an inftant ingendreth one euill or other in them;then 
they are fer downe (what weather foeuer it be) on the 
coldground,to fitand trample and reft them;and wher- 
as (they) poor birds,do take their veter deftruction ve- 
ry often,both inwardly and outwardly,as fometimes it 
willappeare by coldin the head, diftemperin the bo- 
dy, and ili humours that doe diftill and fall downinto 
the legs and feet, appearing in gowtes, and fuch other 
things as I haue before named. a 
Alfo,atfome othertime when your Hawk is drawne 
into the brooke with a fowle, after fhe hath fowneand 
laboured,and is hotinwardlysalthough the be prefently 
carried away to be dried, yet afterward when night is 
come,the is no more caredfor,nor thought on then the 
reft,but euen fet vp altogether on fome cold perch,and 
in fome cold place where fhe receines her bane. e 
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I doe fpeake it out of my owne experience,and haue 
been an eye witnes of the fame : for I haueknowne di- 
uers Hawks deftroied this way,& through thele occafi- 
ons: Therfore lee me aduifeeuery man to take heed,and 
beware how he fétshis awk down on the cold ground 
after his flight tothe brook in the winter time, ifhedo 
pretend and defire to auoid and (hun fach fundry euils, 
that proceed on this occafid ,befides fome other incon= 
ueniences that do belong tothe fame, as for fuch hawks 
as you do vfe andare accuftomed to be fer downe after 
their flying and feeding;to che end to trample and qua-

life the heat of their late defire; they will ever after vn- 
quietly look for it,if they want it, & will norbe pleafed 
nor contented without it:but what haft (oeuer the Faal- 
coner hath on his way,or how ate it is,or how farfoeuer 
vnto his home, or what weather focuer it be, yet they 
muft be waited on while they are quict, fitting onthe 
cold ground, & thus muft the Falconer attend on thé;it 
may be one quarter of an hour, or ifit beleffe;yer long

Cardus Benedictine, 

Cardus Benedictus, that is to fay, the bleffed thiftles 
which for the operation and vertue that God hath gi- 
uen vito it,may well be fo called;the properties wher- 
of haue beene diligently and carefully gathered out of 


the Hearbals of diuers and f{undrielearned writers. 


This hearbe being very {mall and finely minced, or 
fhred, mingled wich {weet butter and fugarcandie, and 
now andthen given ina morning vnto your Hawkein 
apellet,or pelletssfreeth the head of dizineffe, and purg- 
eth the fame and whole bodie ofall cold infirmities. 

The powder thereof alfo now.and then giuen in the 
fame manner, or cleanly conucyed into a bit of meat, 
preuenteth the fame, or driueth it away when itis got- 


ten. | : 

Alfo, it helpeth the weaknefle of the ftomacke, and 
caufetha good appetite to meat, it doth ripe and digeft

The Jear- 
ned men of Germanie write thus of it, thatifany man, 
or other thing be fuddenly taken with poyfon,or other 
euil aire of infection. Let the powder of the root ming- 
led with fome of the diftilled water be given inwardly, 
and it preféntly helpeth. Alfothe powder of the root 
being giuen with the diftilled water of Cardus Beneaii- 
é#ns is of the like vertue, and will cleanfe the body of 
any poyfoned infeftion newly taken. 

They fay alfo that the leaues of Avgelica beaten with 
the leaues of Rueand hony will cure the bitings of mad 
dogs, or any other venemous thing, alfo withall fome 
of the water wherein the root and leaues of Angelica is 
boyled muft be taken, or gitien into the bodie of either 
Hawke, or whatfoeuer it be that (hall havethe like mif- 
fortune. 
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
